less smoking. Tho motorist driving along tho high­ 
way, in tho country near a forest, or through a 
forest area, heedlessly throws a lighted cigar or 
cigarette stub In tho loaves or gross. With every­ 
thing now as dry aa tinder, tho flames start. Thoro 
may bo a brisk wind. 
Before some «mo com se 
along and discovers It, the fire may have spread 
and gotten beyond control. This explains «Thy much 
of tho more than 199,000 acres burned over this year 
lies now in black ruin. 
Ie there any reason why this flagrant and defiant 
form of criminal cr near-criminal corsleooneae should 
go unpunished?
